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CHARGED UP SAN JUAN HILL 


Charles Barney Gould Relates His Experi- 
ences in the Cuban Compaign. . 


Charles Barney Gould of Abbot Street 
was the only Andover boy who partici- 
pated in the battles in Cuba curing the 
war with Spain. He was with the 3rd. 
U. 8. Cavalry and was one uf the men in 


the famous charge up San Juan Hill, 
daring tbe battie of Santiago which was 
fouglit ov the Ist and znd of July. 

— Gould attended Phillips Academy until 
last year wheu be left Andover on a trip 
around the world, When there was 
every indication that’ war between the 
United States and Spain would event 
ually be declared, be left Panama, where 
he was when the Maine was blown up, 
and returved tu New York wo enlist. He 
joined the urd Cavairy iu May and re 
mained with it during the campaignu. In 
Cuba he was attacked with malarial 
fever but be bas been improving in 
health sincejbis return to America. He 
is spending a 20 days’ fu:lough at his 
home. 

In an interview with the Townsman 
representative Mr. Gould was persuaded 
tw relate his experiences. He says that 
there was great excitement in Pavama 
when te news of the Maine disaster was 
published and the sentiment there ap- 
peared to be that war could not be 
averted. 

“After I enlisted” he continued, “ the 
8rd cavalry was soon ordered to. Tampa 
where it remattitd several weeks before 
going aboard the trausports which were 
to convey Geli. Shalter's expedition to 
Cuba. The starting of the expedition 
was delayed, as you know, -by the report 
that a Span squadron had been 

hted near. the wesiern.end of Cuba 

e unceitainty and thé ¢ramped-q 
ters troubled thé mena good deal. The 
troop was on the transpoits 17 days and 
most of the men were feeling pretty stiff 
when they, were landed at Baiquan, abuut 
19 miles east of Santiago. ‘Shere the 
men remained in camp about a week, 
longing for a movement to the front or 
almost any activity to relieve the monot- 
ony. The first move was to Gen. Shaf- 
ter’s camp, 17 miles away, the march be- 
ing made in oneday. Then another week 
of inactivity followed. It rained every 
day, thaking the roads almost impassibie. 

“On the afternoon of June 30th orders 
to move came, and the division, which 
had been turned over to General Sumner, 
on account of the iliness of Gen. Wheeler, 


began to march towards El Poso. The 
cavalty division;-which was--di 
camped there that night. There was nv 


chance to sleep a8 men were marching 
by in endless succession allnight. After 
the e ment began on the morning 
of July 1, the division was exposed to a 
heayy fire. Many men were kiiled in the 
road at what wa, termed “*Bloudy Bend” 
and in some cases it was a’ Week before 
their bodies were buried. 

“An advance was ordered and the nar- 
row trail was soon congested with sol- 
diers of the 3rd, 6th and 9th dixsmuunted 
cavalry. The enemy saw the advance 
and fired with great accuracy upon the 
closely crowded troups. When the men 
reached the edg® Of" the wood they had 
to stand a galling fie for over an hour 
without reptying. Most of those who 
were killed in the battle lost their lives at 
thattime. Many of the men were nearly 
exhausted already. They had been 
rushed about utder ,a burning sun, 
through streams of water and streams of 


‘ thud. Wheon.in that condition they were 


ordered to charge up San Jwan Pill. 
They obeyed and carried the Spanisl? in- 
trenchments by storm. The charge was 
abouta third of a mile. The men. did 
not dash up, they crawled-up. 
vance was steady, however, and although 
many fell, the men in blue pusbed on up 
the hill without faltering. Tne Span- 
iards were evirtently frightened—by such 
bravery and persistency aud broke and 
ran before our men reached the trenches. 
Had they remained the American sol- 
diers would bave had to fight with the 
butt of their guns for thev had no bayo- 
nets Wheeler's division camped on the 
hill that night, the men intrenching 
themselves. The trenches had tu be dug 
with empty meat caus. 

The tiring was resumed at daybreak 
the next murning and continued ali that 
day. About 10 o'clock that night heavy 
vol ey fi ing indicated that the Spaniards 
were pan | to break the American line. 
They failed and the firing*soon ceased. 

The men were pretty nearly exhaust d 
when the truce was declared, and wel- 
comed the cessation of fighting. It was 
hard to get provisions tw the front and 

- hunger was added to other hardships 
which the men bore with patience. A 
great many were stricken with fever be- 
‘ore the command left Cuba for home. 
The return trip was _ made on the trans-. 
t Gate City which landed the mea at 

amp Wikoff, Montauk point.” 

Mr.Gould intends to secure™ his’ dis. 
charge trom the service nuw that the 
war is over and resume his tiip a: ound 
the world.

APPLE MOLD. 

In half a pint of water boil one pound 
of lump sugar until it becomes a very 
thick syrup. Then peel and core one and 
‘one-quarter pounds of apples and add 
to the syrup. Add the juice of a lemon 
and slowly boil all together until it is 
thick. Pour irito a wet mold, and when 
cold ‘it will turn out a solid jelly. 


CITRON} PICKLE. 

Pare and cut citron into pieces any 
size you prefer and boll in water with a 
very small piece of alum, until tender, 
then drain. Boil together for ten min- 
utes, three quarts of vinegar, four 
pounds of sugar and one-fourth pound 
of. cassia buds.

Two eggs, three ounces of butter, three 
ounces of flour, three ounces of powdered 
sugar. Beat the eggs well and stir into 
them the butter, which should be beaten 
to a cream; add the flour and sifted su- 
gar gradually; then mix all well to- 
gether.

duced one-half. Cool a little, then add 
the juice and strain all through a cloth.

PRESERVED PINEAPPLE.

done break up the top crust into small 
pieces and stir it into the fruit. Serve 
hot or cold and with or without cream. 


PANADA. 

Six common crackers, two teaspoonfuls 
of white sugar, a pinch of salt and a little 
nutmeg. Split the crackers and place 
in layers in a bowl, sprinkling sugar and 
galt among them. Cover with boiling 
water, cover tightly and set on the 
hearth for an hour. The crackers should 
be almost clear and soft as jelly, but not 
broken. Delightful to invalids.
